WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—It is un- 
derstood that the probable action of 
Congress in respect to the Cuban reso- 
lution pending in both houses absorbed 
the attention of yesterday’s Cabinet 
meeting. In view of the position taken 
heretofore by the President and the 
Secretary of State, and which there is 
no reason to suppose they. have abaj- 
doned, toward all propositions to rec- 
ognize the belligerency of the insur- 
gents, the decision of the Senate Com-- 
mittee on Foreign Relations to express 
the sentiments and wishes of Congress 
in the form of a concurrem, resolution, 
instead of shaping it as

On the other hand, if he vetoed a 
joint resolution of this character, the 
President would be obliged. probably to 
face a storm of popular disapproval 
and to make an issue with Congress 
that might be fraught with the gravest 
consequences, for it is realized that the 
resolution in that case would be passed 
over his veto, But, by making the 
resolution a simple concurrent one, 
the President will be relieved’ of the 
necessity of announcing a decision at 
this time.

BERLIN, Feb: 29.—(By Atlantic. Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1896.) 
The conviction is fast growing ‘here 
that Great Britain's hostile attitude 
toward Germany must be considered 
a political factor of permanence, and 
that the friendly entente which has 
recently grown out ‘of events between 
Germany, Russia and France must be 
made a lasting feature of Germany’s 
foreign policy. The correspondent of 
the Associated Press in this city has 
been informed by an official of the For- 
eign Office that the Emperor gives 
‘tangible expression of his desire for 
closer and more amicable relations

THE AILSA SUNK. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 29.—The Atlantic 
steamer Ailsa was ran down at 2:30 
o’tlock today by a French line steamer, 
supposed to be the Bourgogne, While 
anchored in the channel off Fort Ham- 
ton. The steamer which struck the 
Allsa pulled away from the vessel and 
disappeared in the mist. The Ailsa car- 
ried a crew of forty men and there 
were fourteen passengers on board. 
three of, whom were women. All es- 
caped without injury, owing to the 
prompt arrival of a large tug. belonging 
to the Merritt Wrecking Company

protect the country from the perils of 
any possible combination of powers. 
The British and French negotiations 
at Paris on the. Niger question have 
been temporarily suspended. The 
French representatives accused the 
British of trying to acquire control of 
territory within the French sphere, and 
there the matter ends for the present. 
The newspapers of Madrid are get- 
ting very wrathy at the action of the 
United States Senate, and the evening 
newspapers of that city express them- 
selves in even more violent language 
than their morning contemporaries. 
hey say that, apart from the resolu- 


tion, the language used during the de- 


bate in the Senate has made a painful 
impression, It is averred that the alle- 
gations of the Senators are wholly 
false; that the insurgents have no or- 
ganization; are not masters of a single 
town, and as for their conduct, it is 
‘asserted that they have massacred the 
helpless and pillaged plantations and 
railways. On the other hand, it is 
maintained that the Spaniards have re- 
spected all prisoners, and to call them 
barbarians is regarded as an unpro- 
voked and unjustifiable insult. 4 

There has been.a good deal of notice 
paid to the remarkably well, directed 
manner in which the Ashantee expedi- 


tion was organized and carried out, 


From the first there was not -the 
slightest hitch of any description, even 
in the commissariat and train depart- 
ments, where there is generally more 
or less trouble. Now comes the state- 


ment that the whole expedition only 


cost £120,000 ($600,000.) It will, there- 
fore, be seen that the British have 
made a ‘pretty good bargain in Ashan- 
tee. They have not only acquired a 
‘protectorate’. over Ashantee, which 


means practically the annexation of 


that territory, but the unfortunae 
King Prempeh has been fined 50,000 
ounces of gold.in addition, so that the 
little Ashantee pienic'“ may be looked 
upon as being quite a.successful affair, 
especially when its small cost is consid- 
ered. 

Politics during the past week have 
been very quiet and there has been 
more attention directed toward Wash- 
ington than toward any other capital, 
unless it is Constantinople, today. 
where a fresh and apparently very 
dangerous state of affairs suddenly 
blossomed out. Thus, strange to say, 
the possibility of fresh complications 
at Constantinople comes as a relief to 
the greatly-strained minds of the po- 
litical leaders here, for it distracts at- 
tention, to a certain degree, from the 
clouds hovering over the British em- 


pire. 

If reports from Berlin are to be be- 
lieved, Emperor William of Germany 
is actively engaged in trying to form a 
new Dreibund, consisting of Russia, 
France and Germany, and it is inti- 
mated that he would not be opposed to 
a proposition to unite the fleets of the 
three countries in an attack upon 
Great Britain, which, if successful, her 
enemies hope should lead to thé dis- 
memberment of the empire. Of course, 
the plan is by no means.a new one, and 


has frequently beén previously consid- , 


ered by much more experienced men 
than the German Emperor. The fact 
remains. however, that the recent war- 
like utterances against Great Britain 


have had a healthy effect upon her 


statesmen and others, for they have 
opened their eyes to the fact that the 
British fleet, powerful as it is, is not 
as powerful as it should be in order to 
meet such a combination as the one 
Emperor William is oredited with try- 
ing to engineer, and there is no doubt 
that considerable strengthening of the 
fleet and. reorganizing of the army will

The country now sees clearly that 
there is a possibility that, some day or 
other, there may be an nn 
combine against Great Britain which 
may necessitate the greatest struggle 
in the history of those islands; and the 
people, it seems, are ready to go down 
into their pockets in order to provide 
funds necessary to arm the nation to 
meet such an emergency.

The meeting had the 
benefit of the wisdom and experience of 
some of the best-informed organized 
growers in the State, notably Chamblin 
of Riverside, Fowler of Fresno and 
others, and in return the meeting Just 
beforé adjournment, tendered these 
men a vote of thanks. ’ | 


It was an adjourned meeting, Col. 
Hall. presided and a committee ap- 
pointed at a former meeting to outline 
plan for market extension, through 
D. L. Fowler, presented a report, rec- 
ommending incorporation under the 
name of the California Fruit Bureau 
for the purpose of advertising and ex- 
tending irkets and increasing the 
consumption of California cured and 
other fruit; educating tne consumer in 
cooking and using such products 
through and by any and all practical 
and economic methods that may be 
deemed advisable, the corporation to 
be controlled by officers or agents au- 
thorized by the articles. The capital 
stock was placed at 120,000 shares at 
$30 each. The committee also recom- 
mended that the chair appoint a com- 
mittee of fifteen fruit-growers to carry 
out the above plan of incorporation 
and to select seven directors, five fruit- 
growers and two dealers. Then fol- 
lowed a lengthy discussion and the 
vote,, which resulted in 24 yeas and 3 

Chairman Hall, after looking over 
the large gathering, announced that 
he would decline to appoint the com- 
mittee recommended, as the vote 
showed that sufficient interest was not 
manifested in the plan of incorpora- 
tion proposed. Several efforts were 
made to secure a better expression of 
opinion in the matter,. without result.

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Feb. 29.—The last 
week of January of, this year will long 
be remembered by residents of the Aus- 
tralian colonies by reason of the fact 


and floods ever known on the Queens- 


were wrecked and entire villages de- 
stroyed, the damage ashore alone be- 
ing estimated at £500,000. The loss of 
property at sea was not so great a 
that ashore, but the loss of life in in- 
cidental disasters was even greater. 
Townsville, a small city on the north- 
east coast of Queensland, seemed to be 
the center of the storm, not a town or 
a vessel in the harbor escaping. Ross 
Island, a short distance away, was also 
flooded, and many lives were lost in at- 
tempts to reach the mainland with 
small boats. The damage wrought by 
the hurricane in Townsville Harbor 
‘alone is assessed at £250,000, this in- 
cluding damage to waterfront. property. 
On Ross Island many houses were 
swept away from their foundations. At 
Ross Island, too, the furious wind up-

FIELD OF POLITICS. 


The State Convention to Be Held at 
Sacramento. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 29.—The Re- 
publican State Central Committee has 
selected Sacramento as the place for 
holding the State convention to elect 
delegates to the National Republican 
Convention. 

The report of the Executive Commit- 
tee, instructing the Congress commit- 
tees of the various Congress districts.to 
call district conventions for the purpose 
of electing two delegates and two al- 
ternates to the national convention were 
read. The district conventions were to 
consjstofone delegate from each Assem- 
bly district in the Congress district, one 
delegate for each 200 votes cast for 
Estee for Governor, and one delegate for 
each fraction of 100 votes or over. 

The primaries for the election of del- 
egates in the Congress districts are to 
be under the exclusive control of the 
Congress committees of the districts..

Miles, the commander-in-chief of the 
United States army, has recommended 
that twelve companies, a force equal to 
one full regiment, be equipped with 
bicycles and motor wagona Even the 
little army of which he is the head, 
which has only 25,000 men, requires 
nearly 10,000 horses and mules for cav- 
alry, artillery and general draft pur- 
poses. There is little doubt that the 
work required of these animals could 
be done better and more cheaply, at 
least in a large number of cases, by spe-

pectal utility in the ambulance service. 

Already a heavy vehicle, somewhat 
similar to a circus wagon, -has been 
built and fitted with a Daimler gasoline 
motor of sufficient power to drive an 
electric generator that has been repeat- 
edly used to furnish the illumination 
for the whole factory.

And think of the advantage in speed 


of marching and transportation that 


would be enjoyed by a _ regiment 
equipped with bicycles and motor ve- 
From thirty to thirty-five 
miles is a long day’s march for artillery 
or infantry, while cavalry troops rarely 
make over eighty miles a day in a long 
march. But nearly a year ago motor 
vehicles in France made over three 
hundred miles in a day, keeping up an 
average of sixteen miles an hour over 
ordinary roads, although it should be 
said that the roads in France are ex- 
cellent. There is no doubt that manu- 
facturers could now build motor ve- 
hicles for armies which would carry a 
battery of cannon from New York to 
Philadelphia in a single night, and_in 
the same time take a train of provision 
wagons from New York to Washington. 
The value of swift-running motor- 
‘wagons to support a body of bicycle 
cavalrymen is at once apparent. Judg- 
ing by recent records, it is perfectly 
conceivable that a regiment equipped 
according to the plan of Gen. Miles 
with bicycles and motor wagons, could, 
in a forced dash, cover 200 miles in 
twelve hours—that is, in the light of a 
single day; or twice that distance if 
they pushed on through the darkness 
for twenty-four hours. 
THE FUTURE OF 
CYC 
It is impossible to discuss motor ve- 
hicles without considering the future 
of the motor bicycle, about which 
there has been much speculation of 
late. Scores of inventors are now at 
work perfecting various motors which 
they claim will do wonders in enabling 
wheelmen to climb hills eaS$ily, and to 
attain high speeds on level stretches 
without undue exertion. A French in- 
ventor has brought out a steam bicy- 
cle capable of covering twenty miles in 
an hour, while a western firm in this 
country is manufacturing’ bicycles 
driven by petroleum motors, one of 
which, at a recent test, made a mile 
in fifty-eight seconds. The former is 
built with a water tank curved over 
the back wheel, and burns coke or gas- 
oline in producing steam. The latter 
carries an oll tank holding fuel enough 
to drive it. a hundred miles. Both ma- 
chines are considerably heavier than 
the ordinary bicycle, the steam model 
weighing 155 pounds. 
While there are many advocates of 
the power bicycle, it must be said that 
the bicycle manufacturers do not, as 
a rule, anticipate any great develop- 
ment in it. ne of the chief officers

of one of the most important manufac- 


turing companies has assured me that 
while he recognizes fully that the four- 
wheeled motor vehicle has come to stay 
and his company ts actively preparing 
to manufacture it, he does not believe 
the great army of bicycle riders 
throughout the country will take kindly 
to the idea of sitting idly in the saddle 
and merely balancing the tmachitie,. 
while the motor does the work. The’ 
chief element in the popularity of bi- 
cycling is the enjoyment the rider gets 
from the wholesome exercises of his 
muscles. If a person were toa indolent 
or feeble to pedal himself along .he 
would probably discard the bicycle al- 
together in favor ot a motor vehicle 


capital has been formed to operate a 
system of motor wagons in British Co- 
lumbia, between Ashcroft and Barker- 
ville, the latter being in the heart of 
the gold region. The distance is about 
200 miles. At present it is traversed by 
a line of horse stages, which do a 
large business in carrying passengers 
and.supplies. While the wagon road 
is excellent, it passes through a moun- 
tainous region, and the strain upon the 
horses is very severe. In addition there 
is the great expense involved in trans- 
porting food for the horses. The com. 
pany believes that a number of 
strongly-built wagons driven by oil 
motors will do all this business, and 
handle the output of the mines besides, 
at less cost than the present system of 
horse stages? 

There seems to be no reason why 
lines of horseless omnibuses, or large 
carryalls, should not be introduced in 
cities with excellent results, in compe- 
tition ‘with the street-car lines. They 
could run as fast as the best trolley 
or .cable cars, and would be cheaper to 
operate, since the enormous initial] out- 
lay for power-houses and line equip- 
ment would be avoided. In the end 
they might render it possible to rid 
the streets of tracks and trolley-wires, 
which would be an incalculable im- 
provement. 

Of course, before motor vehicles can 
come into general use, for pleasure or 
business, it will be necessary for 
ple to obtain a practical understanding 
of their construction and methods of 
operation. However simple they may 
seem in principle, with only a lever to 
be wn, or a wheel to be turned, it 
is quite plain that most persons would 
heed instruction in changing speeds, 
steering, turning, stopping and revers- 
ing, before venturing on a public road. 
And the novice would do well to prac- 
tice for some weeks running at half 
speed, say ten miles an hour, before 
pushing the motor to its limit; for 
steering a motor vehicle when it is 
traveling at the rate of 20 miles an hour 
is very nearly as exciting as steering 
@ runaway horse. Mr. Duryea, how- 
ever, assures me that, after a very lit- 
tle instruction, his wife had no diffi- 
culty in running one motor wagon all 
about Springfield and the surrounding 
country. 

In regard to the cost of motor car- 
riages, everything depends upon the 

number of seats, style; finish, and 


the like, but it may be said in a generar 


way that t will range in prices from 
$500 to $1500; the best, four-seated ve- 
hicle probably costing abopt $1200. 
These will be the prices for the first 
few years, but it is altogether likely 
that keenness of competition will bring 
about a material reduction in the prices 
within ten years.

ment of Russia from France through 
the pro-German influence of the young 
Czarina. England, says the Baron, Is 
obliged to keep a great part of her fleet 
on foreign coasts for the defense of her 
possessions over sea, and in case of an 
attempted invasion everything would 
depend on holding the upper hand in 
the Channel, the decisive seat of the 
war. The French fleet in itself alone 
is equally well situated with the Eng- 
lish, and should the Russians, perhaps 
also a part of the German, fleet come 
to her assistance, it would, having re- 
gard to the rapidity with which a un- 
ion could be effected through the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Canal, be very prob- 
lematic whether the superiority of 
England would become manifested on 
the scene of the decisive encounter.

(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—While the 
beating of tom-toms and the sounding 
of brass instruments by other inven- 
tors and experimenters was heard 


throughout the land last week, a mod- 


est worker in the electric field took a 
Photograph of the human brain and 
said nothing about it. I surprised the 


fact out of him in a conversation in 


which he was telling me for, my own 
information something about the X 
ray or “Roentgen ray,” as it is known 
popularly. The photograph was not sat- 
isfactory except as an evidence that it 
was possible to photograph through the 
skull. It remains to be seen whethet 
the nature of the X ray limits its field 
to such demonstrationsqas have been 
made in the recent past, or whether, as 


Nikola Tesla says, you can take a pho- 


tograph through a brick wall twelve 
feet thick. The whole situation. is 
summed up in his statement that if fhe 
Roentgen ray is etheric, as Roentgen 
believes it to be, its scope is limited to 
the penetration of comparatively thin 
substances. You can photograph 
through a book with it, but you cannot 
photograph through an inch of lass. 
But if the waves which produce the 
effects in what is called (sometimes 


wrongfully) “cathode photography” ere 


produced by waves propagated in 
straight lines like sound waves, their 


possibilities are almost poundless. Mr. 


Tesla has been at work in his shop on 
Houston street ever since the Roentgen 
expériments were made public, and he 
hopes to be able to determine in the 
near future the character of the agents 
which are at work in the Roentgen and 
other experiments. 
It is a remarkable fact that not to 
‘Roentgen nor to any of the recent, ex- 
perimenters is the credit of discover- 
ing the penetrative power of the X ray 
due. Its development, like that of most 


reat discoveries, has been gradual and. 


proceeded by a regular process of 
evolution in which many scientists 
have taken part. Mr. Tesla himself 
made public several years ago the fact 


that when there were sudden dis- 


charges of electricity through a wire, 
certain waves, which he designated 
“sound waves /of electrified air,” were 
propagated; o e himself explained 
it. "certain kinds of waves which I 
called ‘sound waves of electrified air’ 
are propagated from conductors when 
a strong rapidly vibrating current 
passes through them, such as sudden 
dicharges from condensers. These prop- 
agate in straight lines like sound. They 
are longitudinal waves -penetrating 
bodies and they cannot be stopped by 
interposing metal plates.” 
Whether his sound Waves of électri- 
fied air’ are similar to the cathode 
ray or differ from it, Mr. Tesla does 
not kriow yet. But the real discovery 
of the Roentgen ray dates back even 
deyond Mr. Tesla’s experiments, and 
the use of the ray to take photographs 


is not new. Lenard, more than two 


years ago, took photographs through 
metal plates, and published the results 
of experiments in the scientific papers. 
These experiments, like those of Mr. 
Tesla, were not of a popular character 
and they attracted no attention outside 
of scientific circles. It remained for 
-Prof. Roentgen to photograph money 
in a. purse and to take pictures of 
bones in the human hand. hat ap- 
pealed immediately to the popular 


imagination, and there is an intense 


public interest all over the world in 
the practical application of these sci- 
entific theories. It has been equalled 


very seldom in history. Some day when 
excitement has calmed down a little 
and the situation is reviewed, credit 
will be given to all those who con- 
tributed to the development of the 
wonderful X ray and its application. 
Then another fact will be remembered 


and scored to the credit of Mr. Tesla, 


that all the discoveries made through 
the popularization of the Roentgen ex- 
periments were made possible by a re- 
markable invention of Mr. Tesla, his 
converter. For whether credit is given 
to Mr. Tesla in the reports of experi- 
ments or whether he is ignored or 
slighted by the mention of “a conver- 


ter used in the process, the Tesla con- 


verter is used universally to obtain 
the sudden N of electricity 
through which the X ray is produced. 

Five or six years ago Mr. Tesla 
.jtarted out to find a way to produce an 
alternating current of high frequency 
of conversion from any kind of elec- 
tricity. He found that he could dis- 
charge a condenser charged from a 
static machine (such as Roentgen 18 
using in his experiments) or from any 
other source into a wire coil and get 
oscillations at a terrific rate. To get 
the secondary current which he wanted 


he put a second coil around the first. 


But the necessity of using miles of fine 
wire in the second coil made it expen- 
give and limited its practical use. Then 
Mr. Tesla found a way to produce the 
same result with a few thick wires that 
was produced with a great many 
miles of thin wire. How he achieved 
this result is for scientists to know and 
understand. It is enough for the aver- 

e intelligence to comprehend the fact 
that he produced a revolution in the 
electric. world. 

“Tf every one who uses my machine 
in electro-therapy alone would give me 
a quarter, I would be a very wealthy 
man,” he said, with an ingenuous smile 
when I asked him what return beyond 


the fame of his achievement he had re- 
„It is used now by millions of

people, but I have never received a 
doliar from it, and there is no way in 
which I could.“

robbed the words of the character of 
slang.

burned out a year ago. Here he has 
been conducting expefiments with 
which he hopes to revolutionize the 
roduction of eléctric power. He be- 
ives he will be able to produce elec- 
tricity before long at an infinitely 
smaller cost than at present is possible, 
and with an apparatus which will be 
comparatively simple and N But 
the details. ot his experiments in this 
direction are known ofly to himself. 
He took me into his workshop one day 


recently, but his destription of it was 


so brief and his whole manner so in- 
dicative of horror at the thought of 
publicity that we were not in the room 
more than a minute, and the amount 
of information I obtained about it 
could de summed ‘up in one of “the 
shortest. paragrapbs ever written. 
It is unfortunate for the newspaper 
readers who are accustomed. to the 
work of the Edison press agent that 
Mr. Tesla is averse to publicity, for I 


have no doubt he could produce as fine, 


— 


— I asked if there was any invention | 
from which Mr. Tesla received an in- 


abruptly. from the waist line. 


a collection of newspaper paragraphs 
week to week as even the Wizard 
of Menlo Park, fertile of ideas as that 
well-advertised genius is. But while 
Mr. Tesla is perfectly willing to give 
any information on scientific subjects 
to any inquirer, it fs always with the 
proviso that he is not to be mentione 

particularly or quoted. He said to me 
about the Roentgen experiments when 


.I went to him for some information: I 
would like to be mentioned with the 


others if you are writing about every 
one—all the experimenters. But I do 
not care to have you write about me 
alone“ There has been so much stuff 


| about “wizards” and “magicians” pub- 


lished in connection ‘with many of Mr. 
Tesla’s inventions and discoveries that 
he has developed a dread of. seeing his 
name in print. hen I asked him not 
long ago to tell me something about 
himself, he said: ‘‘Now, you have your 
ideas .about these. things, and I have 
mine; and I am sorry that I cannot 
bring mine in unison with yours.” And 
he pronounced it “un-ée-son” with a 
strong accent on the second syllable. | 
Mr. Tesla’s English is very correct, 
but his pronunciation of an occasional 
word marks as clearly as his accent the 
fact that English is not his native 
‘tongue. 

These facts about him are open to the 
most casual observer who calls at his 
office in Houston street. He is tall and 
slender. He has very black, thick hajr. 
He wears a very small mustache over 
a mouth proportionately small. All of 


his features are delicate. His cheeks | 


are rather hollow, but they have the 
flush of health, His cheek bones are 
conspicuous. His manner is cordial and 
as attractive in its way as his appear- 
ance; for he is not the careless, be- 
grimed machinist as he issues from 
his shop, but a “well-groomed” man 
whose clothing is stylish and well- 
fitting and whose hands and face are 
as pink and clean as a. baby’s. Like 
most inventors, he is a late worker. 
The forces of. both mind and body, he 
thinks, operate better at night than in 
the day time. So he is often in his 
shop until 2 or 3_o’clock. He seldom 
comes down before noon. Occasionally 
he is attracted by “society,” and he was 
one of the star features of a recent 
“function,” at which Sara Bernhardt 
also shone. But his work absorbs most 
of his time and thought and he ‘hav 
little taste or time for anything else. 
A ͤ curious fact about Mr. Tesla 
which is recalled by the recent experi- 
ments with the cathode rays, is the 
fact that he demonstrated first the pos- 
sibility of taking photographs with 
those rays. He took photographs of 
Joe Jefferson, Mark Twain and others 
by their light, and these photographs 
were reproduced in the Century Maga- 
zine to illustrate a story about his 
workshop. But.the experiments made 
then did not possess the quality of 
popularity as did the Roentgen experi- 
ments or, in fact, the earlier experi- 
ments of Mr. Tesla himself. Frobably 
the only parallel to the interest dis- 
played by tze public in the Roent- 
gen expering:nts is_to be found in the 
excitement. which prevailed when it 
wes announced that Mr. Tesla had 
produced an illuminating glow in the 
center of a room.without the use of 
wires or other electrical connections. 


| The imaginative popular mind con- 


jured up at once the picture of great 
halls illuminated by an artificial light 


diffused like the. daylight and the 


changes were rung for many days ou 
the possibilities to be developed under 
the new discovery. All of the specula- 
tion about the practical application of 


the discovery ceased when the work- 


shop of Mr. Tesla was destroyed by 
fire and in its destruction was lost the 
apparatus which it may take the 
greater part of a lifetime to reproduce.

HIS REPUBLIC ONE OF THE ANOM- 


ALIES OF CIVILIZATION. 


Kaffir Servants, or Boys,” Are Vir- 
tually Serfs—Fruit-growing and 
Agriculture not Popular with 
the Boers. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
CAPE TOWN (Africa,) Feb. 1:—The 
Transvaal republic is one of the anom- 
alles of civilization. There, in a se- 
cluded ‘wilderness, the traveler finds a 
widely-scattered community of farmers 


and sheep ranchers, all of direct Dutch | 


descent, preserving all. the characteris- 
tics of the crude life of their ancestors 
of the eighteenth’ century, intermarry- 
ing so universally as to exclude all the 
freshening impulses of Saxon and 
Celtic blood, and repelling all the in- 
fluences that would mold their destiny 
in the direction of social elevation, re- 
fined surroundings and mental culture. 

They are today the most extraordi- 
nary people of the Caucasian race, in- 
tensely devoted to their Lutheran re- 
ligion, to the preservation of their coun- 
try from the influx of English-speaking 
agriculturists, and to the retention of 
the Dutch language as that of the 
Volksraad, or Congress of the Courts, 
the schools and the churches. Their 
rough dress is also a close copy of old | 


Dutch fashions, and in only one respect! 


do they keep pace with modern prog- 
ress; this is in the purchase of the 
latest types of improved firearms. They 
are all trained marksmen, and their 
sons from the age of ten are kept in 
constant practice, hunting for the sup- 
ply of the family larder with ‘the de- 
licious meat of the eland, considered 
superior to beef, springbok and other 
species of deer. The Transvaal Boers 
require farms of enormous extent to 
secure sufficient pasturage for their 
flocks and herds. The services of a 
land surveyor are seldom needed, the 
farms being outlined by riding on horse- 
back say for an hour in any given di- 
rection, the four sides of a square thus 
formed containing about four thousand 
morgen.“ Many of the farms are of 
vast dimensions and the owners resem- 
ble the feudal barons of old, having the 


(Kaffir servants,) who are really serfs 
and among whom discipline is main- 
tained by means of the “shambuk,” 
(whip of rhinoceros hide, and hideous. 
stories of the cruelties inflicted by the 
Boers on the Kaffirs are current. 

Each farm must have a spring or 
water course, known as a “fontein,” 
and thus this is a favorite terminal for 
the names of farms. The Boer ‘first 
builds a dam to retain water for his 
sheep and cattle during the dry season, 
and then erects a cheap one-story pitch- 


obtained from ‘neighboring ant-hills, 
which there exist to the height of eight 
and ten feet, and forming a solid clean 
surface impervious to vermin. In the | 
wall is set a huge fireplace, while on 

the blackened beams overhead are hung 
festoons of dried pumpkins, and “bel- 
tong.“ the meat of the ox, eland or 
springbok, dried in the sun in. strips. 
This is the equivalent of our corned 
meats. For fresh meat the Boer oc- 
casionally slaughters one of his flat- 
tailed sheep, the mutton being boiled 
in a huge pot along with sliced pump- 
kins and Boer (wheat) meal, or mea- 
lie“ (corn) meal. This is not a dish fit 
to set before a king. On the contrary, I 
had to be desperately hungry to make 
a Square meal off it, when “trekking” 
through the wilderness. Sheep-tail fat 
is used instead of butter. 

The Boer’s rule is patriarchal and 
archaic. After hunting all day, he re- 
turns home and has family worship, 
reading from a great leather- backed 
Dutch Bible; after prayers, father, 
mother, sons and daughters join the 

boys” outside and count the sheep as 
they are being driven into the kraal 
for the night, a necessary precaution, 
and even lions 
still prowl over these vast solitary, 
treeless table lands. 

The Boer is innately lazy; he hates 
agriculture, and a field or two of meal- 

“fontein,” is 
about all the crop he raises, while the 
frau” grows a few potatoes and many 
monster pumpkins, Fresh fruit is al- 
most unknown. Here and there an en- 
terprising man may raise a few pome- 
granate and peach trees from the seed, 
or a grape vine or two, but the aver- 
age Boer scorns the fruit tree. Flowers 
under artificial cultivation I never saw 
but once—on the farm of a Boer named 
Butler, near the Vaal River. In spite 
of Mr. Butlers name, I found he 
couldn’t speak a word of English. 


Education is largely of an elementary | 


character. The three Rs“ represent 
the average curriculum, and all schools’ 
are taught by teachers from Holland. 
The Boer is intensely bigoted, and no 
Catholic or Hebrew schools are al- 
lowed to be established, and it is this 
school question that is one of the causes 
of the serious troubles now existing be- 
tween the Boers and the large English- 
speaking population drawn into the 
country by reason of the gold mining

“You fer doomed Engelsman, foot 

And I have had to leave a Boer’s 
inhospitable door and proceed to a 
Kaffir sheep-herder’s hut to purchase 
meat and get it cooked. 

Still the Transvaal Boer has man 
good traits. He is true to his convic- 
tions, and with his family will travel 
miles in his big wagon to attend re- 
ligious services; he is honest in all 
his dealings, sternly just to his serv- 
ants, kind to his family, and hospitable 
to his Boer néighbors. But he hates 
modern civilization, and will have none 
of it. The glorious victory of Mainba 
Hill, and the equally decisive defeat of 
Dr. Jameson’s forces show the courage 
and patriotic devotion with which the 


Boers fight.for their country, and to] 
maintain their unique patriarchal mode

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ts that California is presminently a 
fruit-growing State. There is hardly a 
fruit or nut that grows that will not 
flourish in her clime. The crabapple 
of northern latitudes and the banana 
of the tropics, alike find a soil and an 
atmosphere favorable to their growth. 
The annual value of the deciduous 
fruits. of Northern and Central Cali- 
fornia are ‘scarcely equaled by that of 
the enormous crops of citrus products 
in, the South; while cereals and market 
vegetables attain a vast and ever-in- 
creasing output of wealth. 


In such a country the pests to vegeta- 


tion must abound. They do abound in 
enormous and amazing numbers, in 
seemingly limitless and perplexing va- 
riety: Not only does there seem to be 
an individual pest for every separate 
- species of the vegetable kingdom, but 
there are pests common to large num- 
bers of these separate species. Not 
only that, but there is a vast worfd of 
_ entomological life which preys upon 
these pests; not all upon all, but some 
upon some; the variety of the enemies 
being perhaps us great as the number 
of the different kinds of pests, and ex- 
tending over the whole field of this al- 
most microscopic life; so there is rea- 
eon for the hypothesis that for every 
separate pest there is a separate para- 
site. Indeed it seems that in entomol- 
ogy as in zodlogy, that oll animals feed 
upon vegetation or upon animals that 
‘feed upon vegtation; but in this more 
minute life the rule does not stop here; 
there are those which feed upon each 
‘other, while there are others which feed 
upon the pests. 

A vast and fertile field is presented 
by the vegetable destroying insects 
themselves; a knowledge of them, cf 
their structures, of their habits, of the 
particular kinds of vegetation they in- 
‘fest, of the seasons for their hatchizs 
and the stages of their developmen, all 


1 
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nature which feed upon and Jestrcy 
these, the study ascends to the high- 
est. realms of science, and becomes at 
once of the first importance; important, 
not only from its scope and that it 
deals with a great department of na- 
ture, but from the relation it holds to 
the material interests of production 
and commerce. 5 

Reduced to a money basis, it would 
be impossible to estimate the amount 
of detriment which is annually visited 
by 228 upon vegetation in the State 
of California alone. When the mind 
comes to contemplate such a problem, 
much the feeling of helplessness over- 
comes it as that attended upon con- 
templations of the infinitles of time and 
Space. The aggregate, however, is 
enormous. Frequently whole crops are 
destroyed, stretching over a large sec- 
tion of the State; and it often occurs 
that not alone crops succumb, but trees 


and vines become so infested and im- 


poverished that they have to he taken 
up by the roots and destroyed. It has 
not been long since the phylloxera 

threatened to lay waste the whole of 
the vine-growing area, of the San Joa- 
quin valley; and the ravages of the

The onslaughts of the white scale, 
and the means adopted for its exter- 
mination, gave the study of entomol- 

ogy in this State entirely a new turn. 
Prior to that time the investigations 
of the entomologists of the State Board 
of Horticulture were directed mainly to 

devising methods of ridding the trees 
and vines of the pests by the applica- 
tions of emulsions and disinfectants 
which would destroy the life of the in- 
sect without harming that of the plant. 
All checks of this sort, when applied 
to the white scale, were without per- 
manent or even temporary avail. So 


great was the power of reproduction of 


this pest, and so energetically did it 
apply itself to the work of sucking 
the sap of the citrus trees, that all ex- 
pedients seemed inadequate to stay 
its ravages or check its increase. The 
_ little blobs of fleshy organism, with 
their white, woolly covering, could be 
seen on the bark of the trees over, 
lapping each other until they covered 


he entire trunk, and extended at in ! 


ervals all over the limbs. Clean them 
off, and in a day or two they would 
reappear. What was the orange and 
lemon- grower to do? Thousands of 
trees were abandoned; whole orchards 
were left; to their fate, while other 
thousands of trees were cut down for 
their wood, and the fuel of orange 
wood became a drug on the markets 
of the towns. | 

When the situation was in its most 
@esperate plight, there was received by 
the State ‘Board of Horticulture a lit- 
tle colony of the Vedalia cardinalis, or 
tthe red ladybird. These were placed 
fm one of the worst infected orchards; 
they multiplied with astonishing rapid- 
ity, and their appearance was fatal 
to the white scale, They cleaned the 
pest ‘utterly out of the State for the 
time’ being. It is even now difficult 
to find a white scale anywhere in the 
State; and the work was done in a 
portion of a season. When its labor 
were compleated, the Vedalia itseif dis- 
appeared, and now it can only be 
found in the propagating laboratories

The male scale does not appear to fig- 
ure in the destructive business at all. 
Strange to say, he in a fly. His dis- 
covery and identity has only been‘ es- 
tablished about a year, when a young 


scientist of Los Angeles gathered some 


pupa of this scale and hatched. it; it 
was found to produce the male of 
this species of the Lucanium. The dis- 
covery excited a great deal of attention 
among his brother microscopists, for 
the male had been a long-sought in- 
dividual. | | 
Each female hovers from seventy- 
five to one ‘hundred and seventy-five of 
these minute pink eggs. In the spring 
and in the fall of the year occurs the 
hatching season. During those times 
the young of the species e their 
appearance; they are then a tiny red- 
dish-yellow soft and fleshy bark louse, 
a kind of a cross between a bug and a 
worm. They are possessed of a number 
of feet and so long as they continue in 
the larva stage, they have power of 
locomotion; they are not nimble, how- 
ever, and ‘do not move far from their 
late paternal habitation When they set- 
tle down on the limb of the tree, and, 
rapidly secreting a shell covering, they 
become a little pod and present them- 


-| selves to the world as a full-grown 


black scale established in business. 

It is while they are in the larva state 
that they become the subjects of at- 
tack by the horticulturist, who moves 
against them according to the code of 
the old school. The whole catalogue of 
infernal drugs has been the subject of 


The most efficacious and approved of 
these drug remedies is that known as 
the hydrocyanic acid gas treatment. 
In order to employ this the operator 
must have a large black painted canvass 
tent capable of covering the entire tree, 
its bottom touching the ground. This 
is fixed to a pulley suspended from a 
yard which is slung across a mast, and 
the tent is lowered over and incloses 
the tree. Under this tent a combination 
of the cyanide of potassium with sul- 
phuric acid is effected and an exceed- 
ingly poisonous gas is the result. A few 
whifs of this convinces the young 
that the future is very

The foliage of the tree is not harmed, 


and it is ridded for season of the 


pest. The tree at once displays evidences 
of the relief it has experienced through 
the destruction of the creatures which 
had been sapping away its vitality. 
New foliage begins to put. forth, it as- 
sumes a cleaner, brighter appearance. 


It gets rid of that disgusting filth which 


is one of the characteristics of a tree 
afflicted with scale. This condition is 
occasioned by an exudation of the scale 
called honeydew. It falls upon the leaves 
and limbs and shortly becomes a black 
smut which spreads alike over foliage 


as to be beyond the reach of orchardists 
with few trees and for this reason some 
of the towns in the orange. districts, 
notably the town of Riverside, have

agencies may be imagined from the 
fact that one of its numerous natural 
enemies is estimated to destroy annu- 
ally 75 per cent. of its increase. It has 
other enemies, but the Dilophogaster 
C aril is a native parasite which 
accomplishes an annual slaughter o 
millions of these insects. 15 

The methods of the Dilophogaster 
m operating upon its victims are pe- 
culiar. The work of destruction ts not 
performed by adult upon adult, but 
by larva upon larva. The female Dilo- 
phogaster thrusts her. ovipositor un- 
der the marginal edge of the female 
scale and deposits her eggs beside 
those of the scale: A little pile of 
bright yellow eggs beside a larger pile 
if translucent pink eggs, is presanted 
to the glass of the microscopist who 
has carefully removed the body of the 
scale and gazes upon them, glued by 
their ends to the bark of the tree. Suf- 
fered to run their course in nature, 
they would remain here together, shel- 
tered by the same roof, warmed into 
life by the same paternal fire.

Another native parasite destructive 
to the black scale is the laced-wing 
fly. This fly devours the scale in toto. 
Its consumption of scale diet is, how- 
ever, nothing like so great as that of 
the Dilophogaster, and this probably is

eonfined to the black scale, but it de- 
vours other insects. 5

The sclentist selected for this duty 
was Albert Koebel of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, a most 
capable and enthusiastic entomologist, 
Shortly after his arrival in that coun- 
try he procured, and sent to California 
the Vedalia cardinalis. It was through 
this insect that the whole State be- 
came, in a few months, ridded of the 
ees 4g pest of the cottony cushion

Further advancing along the lines of 
attack as revealed by the Vedalia, Mr. 
Koebel was in 1891 again sent to Aus- 
tralia, this time through an a 
tion of the Legislature of the State. He 
remained there about a year, making 


‘extensive studies in the field of the 


predacious insects to be found there. 
As a result he sent to California about 
forty thousand specimens of parasites, 
comprising many varieties, of them 
new in the United States. 

One of the most important of/these 
beneficial insects was the Rhizobius 
ventralis, a little black beetle which 
was a parasite particularly on the 


black scale, and which applied itself 


to the work of destroying that pest 
with much the same avidity as was 
displayed by its predecessor, the ven- 
tralis, in- its particular field: of actſvity. 

After a lapse of something over a 
year, however, it is found that the 
Rhizobius has not justified the hopes 
which were placed in it at the start. 
Prof. Koebel states that in Australia 
the larva of the ladybirds are preyed 
upon by other parasites. He was care- 
ful to send to this State only mature 
insects, in order that their natural 
enemies might not accompany them. 
It has developed, however, that natural 
enemies awaited the Rhizobius in this 
country, and that the spread of the 
beetle has been checked by these ene- 
mies. The identity of these latter is 
not fully known. The laced-wing fly, 
which eats the black scale, it has been 


pests, introduces another step of com- 
plication in the science of entomology 
prt deepens and intensifies the 

Another branch of the science, as yet 
but little understood, is the fungoid 
growths. These perform the same offi- 
ces as both the pests and the parasites. 
There are fungi which attack the trees 
and their fruit, and which are there- 
fore pests; there are also fungi which 
attack the insect pests. What this fun- 
gus is, science thus far does not seem 
to have determined. It appears to in- 
cline more to the theory that it should 
be grouped. in the vegetable rather 
than in the animal kingdom. It is pro- 
pagated through spores which the mi- 
croscope reveals to bear nearest the re- 
semblance to vegtable seeds, and a pe- 
culiarity is that it will grow only dur- 
ing damp weather. Once under the 
control of the human mind, it could be 
made the most potential force in the 
entire domain of warfare against the 
pests to vegetation; for it is not 
checked by any known form of life, 
and it spreads with a rapidity not com- 
parable to the rate of increase of any 
other thing in nature. a 

What will be the result of the numer- 


onstrate. The professor states that 
there are about fifteen hundred varie- 
ties of lady birds in the world, and it 
is believed, as I have said above, that 
there is an adequate parasite for every 
pest. Investigation is only upon the 
threshold of this field of study which 
seems to be so rich for future develop- 
ment. Indeed, it is not unreasonable 
to imagine that the time is not far dis- 
tant when the nature and charasteris- 
tics of every separate pest will be 
known, when the same scope of knowl- 
edge will, ge held of the parasites and 
the counter-parasites which they prey 
upon them. 

With this knowledge the depreda- 


‘tions of.all fruit and vegetable pests 


will be held firmly in check, and they 
will no longer figure as a souce of loss 
to the horticulturist. When that time 


comes the work of the State Board of}. 


Horticulture will be mainly devoted to 
the operation of extensive gardens and 
laboratories for the growing of benefi- 
cial insects and fungoids, and of their 
foods, 'the pests. When a pest becomes 
menacing in any quarter of the State, 
the appropriate parasite will be sent 
there, like a detail of a troop of regu- 
lars after a band of hostile Indians; 
and the numbers. of the pest will be 
summarily checked, 

To eradicate the pests is an impossi- 
bility. Noone hopes to do that; to con- 
template such a condition 18 to reason 


against nature. They will always exrst 


in California. But with the counter 
forces of their appropriate parasites 
in the hands of man, their numbers can 
be kept so reduced that they will not 
exercise the slightest detrimental effect 
on the vegetable and fruit yields of the

AMATEUR ENAMELING. 


An Basy and Extremely Effective 
Way of Decorating Pottery. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 


A bit of cloisonne enamel, perhaps 
a small vase or pitcher, is always a 
pretty ornament, Cloisonne is rather ex- 
pensive, and if you have inherited none, 
nor had any thrust upon you by your 
friends, you may acquire it, at a trifling 
outlay of time and money. 5 

In fact, if you are clever, you can 
make cloisonne yourself, perhaps not 
quite so well as an old heathen Chinee; 
but well enough to satisfy yourself and 
deceive the very elect, for not even the 
most cloisonne-mad individual can dis- 
cover the difference, that is, at long 
range, | 

LAYING OUT THE WORK. 

The delicate tracery of fine gold or 
silver wire, filled in with plates of rich, 
deep colors, like mosaic, is imitated 
quite successfully and easily. First 
one must buy the pottery—a vase, say— 
which is sold with suitable patterns

are quite flat, like mosaic. The pottery 
resembles ordinary cream-colored terra 
cotta, and it needs no firing. 

The vase must first be sized to get a 
good foundation for the enamel colors, 
which ctherwise would be absorbed. 
Spirit lacquer is used for this purpose— 
a very little is needed and it must be 
spread quite smoothly. and even over 
the surface of the terra cotta. A good- 
sized camel’s hair brush is used. 

DETAILS OF DECORATION. 

The next process is to put in the 
outlines of the design with metallic 
paint. This represents one of the main 
characteristics of the genuine cloisonne, 
The gold is in the form of powder, | 
which must be mixed to the proper 
consistency with some of the tincture 
sold with it. It should be mixed as dry 
as possible and laid on with a very fine 
camel’s hair brush in all the outlines 
of the pattern, which, it will be found, 
are sunk into rather lower relief than. 


should so fill them up that they are 
even with the surface of the remain- 
der of the plate. Gold is most fre- 
quently used for this purpose, but cop- 
per, bronze and silver are also to be 
had.

Mrs. Uhl, always foremost 
in any scheme for the public good, was 
identified with the organization from 
its start, and ‘was finally persuaded to 
become its president. Once having as- 
sumed the responsibilities of this office, 
she was never allowed to relinquish

them until Mr. Uhl's official duties re- 
quired their presence in Washington. 
Fortunately for the St. Cecilia Society 
this was not until the vast project which 
they had undertaken had been brought 
to a successful issue. Early in Mrs. 
Uhl’s administration she conceived the 
idea of the club’s buying a lot and 
erecting upon it their own clubhouse; 


and after several years of the most in- 


defatigable effort and unwearied pa- 
tience, the society was able to boast 
one of the largest and most beautifully 


equipped woman’s clubhouses in the 


world, in fact, the only one built by 
women exclusively for music. Through 
all the difficulties and discouragements 
that attend such an undertaking the 
clyb never lost confidence in Mrs. Uhl's 
power to carry them safely through. 
Mrs. Uhl inherits this executive abil- 
ity directly from her father, Benjamin 
Follett, a born leader, and in his day 
one of the most prominent men in 
Michigan. In fact, the prosperity of 
Ypsilanti, the town in which he lived, 
was so identified with his own, that 
it seemed to never quite recover from 
the shock of his death. He had already 
attained wealth and distinction, when, 
at the age of 45, he died. Always an 
important man in the Democratic 
party, it was while hurrahing for Mc- 
Clellan at the convention that nomi- 
nated him for President, that Mr. Fol- 
lett was taken with homorrhage of the 
lungs, which resulted in his death. Nor 
is Mrs. Uhl less fortunate from the 
mothers’ side of the house. No history 
of the early days in Michigan would be 
complete that failed to record the 
educational and philanthropic work 
done by Mr. and Mrs. Mark Norri 
and the late Lyman D. Norris, one o 


_the most distinguished lawyers of the 


West. was Mrs. Uhl’s uncle. 
Notwithstanding Mrs. Uhl's broad in- 
terest in general affairs, she has never 


allowed her time to be absorbed by 


social or other public functions. She 
was a most devoted daughter and sie- 
ter, and as wife and mother her dearest 
interests have always céntered in that 
sweet famliy life which constitutes the 
very bulwark of civilization; while for 
their old friends, both Mr..and Mrs. 
Uhl retain that. unswerving loyalty 
which only goes with choice organiza- 
tions. Mrs. Uhl is also an earnest 
worker in the Episcopal Church, of 
which she has been a communicant 
since childhood. 

Mr. and Mrs. Uhl have been blessed 
with four children, all of whom are liv- 
ing. The eldest daughter, Miss Lucy 
Uhl, is a charming young woman, 
beautifully fitted to adorn the Drilliant 
society in whith she moves. 

The eldest son is probably too deeply 
immersed in his successful business 
ventures in Grand Rapids to leave it 
even for the court of Berlin. 

Miss Edwina, named from her father, 
is hardly yet a debutante. From in- 
fancy she developed a taste for music, 
closely allied to genius. She is already 
a brilliant pianist, and Germany means 
first to her a deep plunge into the best 
music the world has to offer. 

The youngest child is still a school 
boy, to whom courts, society and even 
nations, are of little account.

AT ANTIETAM. 
"Clara Barton’s Light.’ 

Sinte the wonderful Red Cross jour- 
ney has been undertaken to Armenia, 
loving and old friends are filled with 
reminiscences: and stories of her early 
work in our civil war. Such friends 
are many at the capital. 

In September, 1862, Miss Barton left 


Washington for the Blue Ridge with 
wagon loads of supplies for the sick

tered to the 8 and dying from 
the battles of Bull Run, Cedar Moun- 
tain and Chantilly. When she reached 
Burnside's corps after days of dusty 
traveling, sleeping in her wagon at 
night, she found the “two armies ly-

She ordered her mule teams to fol- 
low the lines of artillery, and through 
smoke and fog of camp-fires and the 
dark air of battle begun, ste turned 
into a tall cornfield and unloaded her

She fed the faint+ 
ing and dying, all the bread, dipped 
in wine, that she had; moved them to 
the best possible places; found in the 
barn, meal, flour and.salt, hidden there 
by the Confederates, 

Then began the gruel-making; in old 
kettles and before night Miss Barton 
had twenty-five men at work with her. 
They carried buckets of hot gruel from 
the barn, and an old farmhouse near 
by, and across fields until the dark- 
ness fell over the valley. 

The porches of the house were used 
for operating tables. All day long, un- 
der a fierce battle, Clara Barton and 
the surgeons worked over the dying 


men. 

One ot the doctors, now an old man, 
in the West, says: Never shall 1 for- 
get the terror which seized me as I 
looked about for candles. The sup- 
plies had not come. The armies had 
stopped their firing. Darkness crept 
over the hills and the valley. A sur- 
geon near me said hurriedly: ‘This bit 
of candle is all the light we have for 
tonight. A thousand suffering, dying, 
wounded men! They will perish before 
the day dawns.’

“Just then Clara Barton came back 
to her post“ with a big bucket of 
gruel and said cheerily: ‘Doctor, we 
must light up: we can’t work or move 
about in the dark.’ A poor boy almost 
at her feet, said: ‘Shall I die alone here 
in the dark?’ ; 

“Miss. Barton replied, joyously: 
“Why, doctor, I brought thirty 
lanterns’ and hundreds of candles. I 
learned a lesson at Bull Run. We had 
a small supply. I said after that light

Both armies had lain down to rest. 
the dead were moved to one side that 
the wounded might have care, and 
night settled down on the dreadful

The lanterns were quickly lighted 
and hung in the bare old rooms, on the 
porches, the fences and wagons.

Women Fond of Dietng Eat Gluten 
Bread and Feed it to Husbands 
Threatened With Baldness—The 
Weak Stomach is Grateful fo 
the Aérated Loaf,

Bread is still regarded by women as 
the staff of life, but its form and sub- 
stance have wonderfully changed in the 
past year or two. The airy French roll, 
the flaky brioche, the long white loaf, 
light inside as a sponge, and the crusty 
Vienna pone, are losing caste. They 
are nice, but they are not nutritious.

So enthusiastic 
is she on the question that every il] of 
our frail human constitutions, from a 
broken heart to galloping neurasthenia, 
she attributes to the inferior sert of 
loaf you eat, while recovery depends 
largely on reformation 
of the daily menu. 

There are six or eight new and totally, 
different sorts of these improved fuods, 
highly recommended by the knowing 
ones, but right at the fore front of 


them all stands the gluten leaf. Now | 


gluten bread is eaten for a vazety ct 
not only complaints but suspected ten- 
dencies. It is the stronghald of the 
faithful one who hopes to reduce her 
flesh, because it is the only bread that 
contains the least portion of starch, 
while at the same time it possesses all 


the nourishing, bone and muscle-making | 


properties, for which other loaves are 
advocated, It is deliciously fiavored 
brown bread, very light, and rather 
expensive at 15 cents a loaf. It costs 
so much because every pound of it is 
made from selected wheat from which 
the gluten portion is extracted and 
used while the bran is cast away. This 
leaves a substance that, chemically 
considered, is almost identical with 
flesh food, as invigorating as rare, ten- 
der beef, and not a whit more ‘attén: 
ing. All these virtues have highly 
recommended gluten bread to tha diet- 


ers, who, when they cut down on their 


rations and eat only flesh ani vege- 
tables, suffer. a genuine hunger for 
bread. But the common bread is all 
starch and very little true nutriment, 
and to save that hopeless vacancy, 
left by the absence cf the equally 
starchy Graham or Vienna loaf, the 
gluten bread can be used to absolute 
satisfaction, not adding in two months 
an ounce to the dieters’ weight. é

eats gluten slices for,“ said a hostess as 
she passed a plate heaped with the 
tempting brown food. “Gluten bread 
is a wonderful invigorator and thought- 
ful mammas feed it to anaemic young

Rye 
bread made just as the peasants eat in 
Europe is the next best thing after corn 
pone, but women who have taken the 
study of bread to heart now know 


enough never to eat any brown bread | 


when it is new. English people all keep 
their loaves at least twenty-four hour» 


after baking in a cool place. This hold-_ 


ing over renders any good bread doub 
digestible, while all brown breads 
be eaten slightly warmed—not toasted; 
but a pile of slices placed over the oven 
for a few moments will agsimilate 
twice as rapidly as when éaten quite 
cold or dried out with heat.” 


“Your brown breads may be all very . 
well,” interposed the chronic dyspep- 


tic, who was munching crystallized gin- 
ger recklessly, but for a person who 
lives on the ragged edges of meals, as 
I do, and never knows what will disa- 
gree with them next, aerated bread is 
the only food one can trusttfully eat.

The pure gases are forced into 
the dough, no residue is left and a prime 
virtue is that the dough is not mixed 


and kneaded by hand. Consequently it 


cannot possibly hold any germs and 
the aerated loaf that decorates the dys- 
peptic’s table is sure to be all right and 
not too difficult a problem for the help- 
less assimilative organs. Just live on 
aerated bread for a while and see how 
much wiser and better woman you will 
be. Those crusty, feathery French 


breads are filled with yeast, kneaded - 


by bare-handed men and baked in ovens 
flooded at intervals by steam, to glaze. 
and harden the top. They are delight- 
fully tempting, I know, but all is nor 
digestible that appears alluring, and

It is a town and section left behind 
and upon one side by the railroads.

GEN. GRANT LOVED GEORGE- 
165 TOWN. 

I had no realization of what this 
meant until I spent some days in the 
village. The great captain loved this 
village. He came back to it again and

of the day was over. He was rooted 
here.

The judges and politicians rode 
out to meet him and escort him into 
town. 

They met a middle-aged, care-worn 
man driving a team of horses hitched to 
a surrey.

country merchant out for a drive with 
his family. 

The leading citizen called to him. 

“Didn’t hear anything of Gen. Grant 
coming along this way, did you?” 

The stranger nodded. ‘Yes; he’s on 
the road now.” 

After the middle-aged man drove on 
one man said to the rest: 

“TIT believe that’s Grant himself.” 

It was; but his way of revisiting his 
old home was so simple that the people 
could not believe their eyes. They ex- 
pected him to come in uniform with his 
staff of officers trailing behind. 


GEORGETOWN NEVER VOTED FOR 
| GRANT. 
Such was his manner always in 


Georgetown. He put up at the rude lit-. 
tle country hotels, he visited the little 


stores and shook hands with the clerk. 


He mixed with the farmers on the 


street, this captain of a million men, as 
simply as a country doctor—and yet 
deep down there was a feeling of awe of 
the man, a perception that they were 
only seeing a small part of him. He 
was plodding up the road on one occa- 
sion to visit an old friend of his moth- 
er’s, when a neighbor overtook him and 
recognized him.

„I'm not asking it,.“ was the general's 
quick reply. “I’ve never asked a man 
to vote for me yet, and I’m not going 
to begin on you.” 

„ Twouldn't do no good if you did,” 


was the sturdy last word of the old-time 


Democrat who believed there was only 
one true faith, and that Ulysses was 
leading the people astray. 

The town never voted for Grant. It 
was grimly Democratic throughout all 
changes, standing like a gray granite 
boulder in the swash of reversing bal- 
lots, and the general knew the George- 
town men too well to expect anything 
else, and he held no bitterness, though 
he used to ask wistfully of some trusted 
friend: “Do you suppose So-and-so 
voted for me?“ 

After Ulysses went to West Point, 


Jesse R. Grant and his family moved to 


Bethel, twelve miles nearer Cincinnati, 
and lived there several years. When 
Grant came home on his vacation, he al- 
ways spent part of it in Georgetown.

He tells in his book of the distaste 
for uniform which resulted from a 
boy’s jeering cry in the streets of Cin- 
cinnati, and also by reason of a joke 
which the young fellows played upon 
him in Bethel.

Dairying at Petaluma. — 


The following is from the address 
of President Joseph Mailliard, read at 
the recent meeting of the dairymen 
at Petaluma. He is one of the most 
successful dairymen in the State, and 
his utterances are founded on expe- 
rience—not mere theory: 

“The great principle of dairying for 
butter is this: For every ton of food 
used produce the largest amount of 
butter at the least cost. The nearer 
a dairyman attains to this, idea the 
greater financial success he will 
achieve, This statement is as old as 
the hills, and yet but few seem to ap- 
preciate the importance of it. 

“Now, it seems to me that the first 
idea a dairyman should have is this: 
He has on his ranch a certain amount 
of food which he intends to convert 
into butter at the least cost, and he 
intends to buy some other kinds of 
food to be used for the same purpose, 
He must use some sort of machine, 
naturally, to turn all these tons of 
grass, hay, bran, etc., into butter. 
What shall it be? A cow, of course, 
for the machine, and as many of these 
machines as his amount of feed will 
warrant. 

There are a great many makes of 
steam engines, pumps, bicycles, etc., 
and there are also a great many makes 
of cow. This is a most important 
point that a vast proportion of dairy- 
men of this State overlook. They get 
the idea that “a cow is a cow,” 
whereas there are thousands of cows 
which do not pay for their keep, to 
say nothing of the labor required to 
attend them. The individuals of dif- 
ferent breeds vary, of course, but blood 
will tell in a very marked degree 
when the returns for butter come in. 
Any one, by a system of careful seiec- 

that is, breeding only first-class 

ulls and constantly selecting the best 
calves from the best cows—can, in the 
course of years, build-up a herd of 
splendid producers from a very 
scrubby commencement; but it takes 
a long time to do this, and a still lon- 
ger one to make the type of large pro- 


ducers a permanent one. This build- 


ing-up process was gone through with 
years ago in founding all the great 
breeds of fine cattle that we have at 
the present day. 
“Tt is evident, then, that it will pay 
every dairyman to work into some 
first-class breed as soon as he possibly 
can, as the worst part of the selecting 
process has already been done. This 
is soon accomplished by buying fine 
bulls—bulls whose parents and grand- 
parents have a splendid record. Pay 
a big price, if necessary, but buy them 
at all cost, and then raise only the 
best calves from the best cows. But 
first find out your best cows. And 


| right here comes in another import- 


ant point, viz., the best cow is not 
necessarily the one which gives the 
most milk or makes the most butter, 
but the cow that makes the most but- 
ter from every pound of food that she 
eats. A cow that will make a pound 


of butter a day on, say, twenty-five 


pounds of food, will certainly pay bet- 
ter than another cow that will make 
a pound and a half on fifty pounds’ of 
food, other things being equal. ä 

“The dairyman must make up his 
own mind on what breed he wants, 


he dairies. My own’ experience has 
proved conclusively to my own satis- 
faction that the Jersey is the dairy- 
man’s best friend, and the tests of 


the different breeds at the World's 


Fair, in which the little Jerseys simply 
distanced all other breeds, not in but- 
ter but in milk and cheese and in cost 
of production, simply clinched the 
proof, as it were, with me.“ 


_Gooseberries and Currants. 


In La Puente School District, south 
of El Monte, and betweenn the Old and 
New San Gabriel rivers, lies about six 
thousand acres of land similar to the 
peat land of Westminster. It is partly 
settled and more decomposed than 
the Westminster peat land, and is over- 
laid with ten or twelve inches. of sedi- 
ment soil. Water comes to the surface 
but is easily drained off to a depth of 
four feet. It is suitable f vege- 
tables, berries, alfalfa, etc. Th 
is held at $20 an acre. J. T. Haddox of 
El Monte, who owns a tract’ of this 
land, has, as a side line, experimented 
with gooseberries and currants, having 
set out several varieties. They grow 
and bear well and promise to be a very 
successful industry if carried out. The 
currants are three or four weeks 
earlier than the northern currants. It 
is generally believed that gooseberries 
and currants will not do in Southern 
California, but they have proven suc- 
cessful here with a small: number of 
bushes. Mr. Haddox is also intending 
to introduce a new and late variety of 
a tato, the Irish Daisy.”

LITERARY. COMMENT. 


This is the third edition of a work 
that for ten years past has been a 
standard on the subject on which it 
treats. Many works on Southern Cali- 
fornia have been publistied,; but in 
spite of thelarge and constantly increas- 
ing travel to this section, there are few 
which pretend to furnish comypuiety 
practicai information to visitors. This 
‘book, which is a handsome volume of 
over 300 pages, profusely illustrated, 
and with two useful maps, does so in 
most acceptable form. It is, moreover, 
something more than a mere technical 
guide-book, containing, besides a com- 
plete itinerary for the traveler, care- 
fully written articles on climat, dis- 
eases, agriculture, commercial develop- 
ment, education and other topies of in- 
terest. The first edition of the work, 
which was published in 1888, met with 
large sale, one Los Angeles bookseller 
disposing of 750 copies. The present 
edition has been thoroughly revised and 
practically rewritten. In the preface 
to this issue Dr. Lindley says: 2 

“In the work of revising this book 
for the third edition, I fave been ma- 
terially assisted by Harry Ellington 
Brook of the editorial staff of the Los 
Angeles Daily Times.“ 

The sections treating on climatology 
and diseases are especially valuable, 
the authors being well known as re-

(Literary Digest:) It was granted to 
Eugene Field to accomplish ‘satisfac- 
torily to himself a fond desire of his 
life, namely, the writing of a book 11- 
lustrative of his passion- for books. 
This volume—‘The: Love Affairs of a 
Bibliomaniac”—contains a sympathetic 
introduction by the dead author’s 
brother, Roswell Martin Field, who 
Says that ‘“bibliphily’ rather than 
“bibliomania”’ would be the word to 
characterize Eugene Field’s conscien- 
tious purpose; that if he purchased 
quaint and rare books it was to own 
them to the full extent, inwardly as 
well as outwardly; that the mania for 
books kept him continually buying, and 
the love of books supervened to make 
them a part of himself and his life. Mr. 
Field for many years, during nearly a 
quarter of a century of journalistic work 
celebrated in prose and verse the pleas- 
ures of book-hunting. His newspaper 
contributions contain many sly digs 
and gentle scoffings at those of his un- 
happy fellow-citizens who bécame noto- 
rious, through his instrumentality, in 
their devotion’ to old book shelves and 
auction sales, and all the time, says his 
brother, none was more assiduous than 
this same good-natured cynic in run- 
ning down a musty prize, no matter 
what it cost or what the attending diffi- 
culties.

“Interest in the important subject of 
6 municipal reform continues to increase 
throughout the country, and it may 
fairty be ‘hoped that at least some of 
the many movements now under way 
‘with this object in view in various 
“cities of the country, will result in per- 
“manent good and that a more healthy 
public sentiment on this question may 
K meeting of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation on Friday evening the sub- 
ject: of municipal reform came up for 
discussion, as reported in The Times 
of yesterday, and an interesting paper 
on the subject was read by G, J. Grif- 
fith. Referring to the question of 
- amending the charter, which has. been 
recently thoroughly discussed by an 
association of which Mr. Griffith is s@c- 
retary, the speaker expressed the opin- 
fon that it is useless to try to remodel ° 
the charter as long s the Council is 
made up of men elected on party lines. 
Mr. Griffith said: 
do not mean by this 8 
the motives nor to cast a doubt upon 
the honesty of any man or set of men. 
What I do mean is that I believe that 
im order for a man to obtain a party 
nomination for the Council, and after 
that to be elected, he is compelled to 
make concessions and promises to poli- 
ticians. that positively prevent him 
from furthering or favoring any prop- 
osition that will reduce the patronage 
or weaken.the power of those same 
politicians on whom he depends for his 
nomination, and, in a considerable 
measure, for his clection. I believe 
that these circumstances will effectu- 
ally prevent the adoption of any meas- 
ures that will tend to improve our pub- 
lic affairs.” 


Many public-spirited citizens in vari- 
ous part of the country who have given 
the subject of municipal reform close 
attention have arrived at a similar 
conclusion. In Chicago they have or- 
ganized a Committee of Safety of one 
hundred members, which has begun a 
War against a combination in the Coun- 
ell, formed for mercenary objects. The 
new movement seeks men, not politi- 
cians who bring national issues into 
‘muicipal elections. The platform of 
the committee concludes as follows: 
We believe that the great mass of 
dur citizens and voters desire honest, | 
efficient and economical local govern- 
ment. We believe that, while in na- 
tional and perhaps State politics, gov- 
‘ernment through political parties is es- 
dental and wise, yet we believe that 
where either political party shall fail 
in presenting proper candidates for the 
local offices, the people themselves of 
such locality have the right to protect 
themselves by selecting proper officers 
to represent them in such local gov- 
ernment. We believe that an earnest 
and honest effort to remedy the evils 
under which we are suffering, made by 
the good citizens of this community, 
will be as efficient today as it has been 
at every period of American history, 
to give this community the honest, fair, 
just and economical administration of 
our local government which every eiti- 
zen so much desires.“

For instance, in 
Manchester, which is governed by a 
committee of 100; the city owns its 
gas works, which last year, in addition 
to furnishing: free light to the public 
offices and a private supply at mod- 
erate cost, earned $500,000 above all 
expenses, The street railways also be- 


long to the city, being leased to a com- 
pay which pays the city more than 10 


per cent. on its investment. Mornings 
and evenings workmen ride on these 
cars at the rate of 1 cent a mile. The 
city owns two cemeteries, and a decent | 
burial, with an inscription over the 
grave, costs only $4. There are eight 
large public baths in Manchester, 
which cost nearly $100,000 apiece, and 
in connection with each is a public 
gymnasium. There are also fifteen 
branches of the public library, There 
is a city organist, and regular free 
concerts are provided. There is also a 
system of technical schools, in which 
special attention is paid to instruction 
in the arts that have built up Man- 
chester. 

There is no. denying the fact that 
the United States, which has done so 
much to educate the world on the ad- 
vantages of free government, is la- 
mentably behind in the management. 
of its great cities, nor can it be denied 
that the main reason for this short- 
coming is the fact that national poli- 
tics are permitted to divide good citi- 
zens into two hostile camps at every 
election, when they should be pulling. 
together for the benefit of the city 
whose. interesta they have at heart.

COST OF STRIKDS. 


Some interesting sta statistics in regard 
to the effects of strikes and lockouts 
are furnished in the annual report of 
the Commissioner of Labor, which was 
published by the government a few 
months ago, The report shows that 
during the year Illinois had the largest 
number of these trade disturbances, 
New York coming second and Penn- 
sylvania third. 
the strikes and lockouts occurred in 


the five States of Illinois, Kansas, New}. 


York, Ohio and Pennsylvania. The re- 
port shows that out of a total of 10,488 
strikes for the entire country, more |: 
than 56 per cent. occurred in twenty- |. 
six cities. 

The total number of employees in- 
volved ‘or thrown out of employment 
during the period covered by the re- 
port was 2,891,208. The total number 
of strikers, or persons originating the 
strikes, Vas 1,834,212, There were 
239,481 new employees after the strikes 
of the foregoing period, ot which 
115,337 were brought from other places. 
‘Lockouts were ordered in 3853 estab- 
lishments, having 274,657 employees 
before the lockouts, of which 205,867 
were thrown out of employment in 


consequence thereof. These establish - 


ments secured 27,465 new employees 
after the lockouts, 16,300 of which were 
brought. fram other places.

000,000. The number of lockouts, as 
compared with the strikes for the 
same period, was small in the aggre- 
gute, but the losses incurred were 
enormously increased. The total was 
244 lockouts, with a loss of wages to 
the employees of $12,000,000, while that 
of the employers was 1 80 half that 
sum, 

A careful perusal of statistics 
should convince any reasonable person 
of the vast amount of damage that is 
done to the industry ofthis country 
by these unnecessary disturbances be- 
tweeen capital and labor, which in nine 
cases out of ten have been fomented 
by demagogues who have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose in ‘times of 
uprising. It is a well-known fact that 
in many. sections the manufacturing 
industry, after a long series of strikes, 
has become so demoralized that em- 
ployers have given up their business 
in disgust and moved to other locations 
where more reasonable counsels pre- 
vail One of the first, inquiries made 
by manufacturers who are seeking a 
new location is in regard to the prob- 
ability of strikes. As Los Angeles is. 
now engaged in an attempt to induce 
manufacturers to locate here, it is well 
to bear these facts in mind.

HOT OLD MEETING. 


Partisans of the Line Will Stick 
Together—There Will Be Two 
Tickets in the Field—The Others 

do not Stick Together. 


The tocsin of the Republican party 
was sounded in Pasadena in the Re- 
corder’s courtroom this evening. It was 
in response to the call of the Republican 
City Central, Committee, which has 
been published in these columns. It 
was a genuine awakening of the old- 
time spirit, and before the meeting was 
far advanced it was clearly demon- 
strated that this stronghold of Repub- 
licanism is not threatened with fatty 
or other degenération of the heart; nor 
is the party threatened with dissension 
in its ranks, Republicans cheered 
themselves to hoarseness in their in- 
dorsement of the old-time religion that 
was promulgated by brainy and tail- 
ented speakers who spoke their senti- 
ments of partisan loyalty with the en- 
thusiasm of the founders of the. party. 
If the shades of the party’s departed 


been comforted to note the unanimity 
with which the offer of . potage for 
birthright was spurned, when.the sug- 
gestion was made by silver-haired and 
saintly men that it were better not to 
have party politics enter into the mu- 
nicipal canvass. Young and old waxed 
warm and the reverberating sound 
waves made the chandeliers jingle. 

It is inevitable that two tickets will 
be in the field at the coming election, 
the one the citizens’ ticket, so called, 
and the other the Republican ticket. 

The speakers met the insidious 
charges that have been made again and 
again that to give good municipal gov- 
ernment the electors must have their 
political homes and endure the rigors 
of a campaign without a banner float- 
ing to the breeze. The sachems and or- 
acles of the other movement were 
present. 

The Star dealt a Fitzsimmons blow to 
the other party by publishing a circu- 
lar that has been sent out by the secre- 
tary of the local A.P.A. council, which 
was to this effect: 

Dear Brother: The following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

Resolved, that the members of. the 
A. P. A. will not participate in any politi- 
cal convention for the municipal cam- 
paign.

Members are warned not to participate 
in any convention other than a citizens’ 
convention, as under the law of this

Of course, the sending of the notice 
was a surreptitious act, so far as many 
of the members of the order are con- 
cerned, for it was openly and roundly 
denounced by many influential mem- 
bers of the order, who disapprove of 
and openly denounce the scheme as a 
usurpation of authority, and in itself 
assinine. 

The circular was the direct means of 
bringing out many members of the A.P. 
A., who came to evidence the fact that 
they are not to be controlled by ahy 
cabal whether within or without that 


or any other order or organization to 


which they do or do not belong. 

E. Lockett, chairman of the com- 
mittee, acted as chairman of the meet- 
ing and H. J. Vail acted as secretary.

A NEW ORDINANCE. 


| it 1s Designed to Prevent Unruly 


Street Gatherings. 


At the Monday meeting of the City | 


Council an ordinance will be introduced 
by Judge Weed, chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, which will probably 
meet with the approval of the commu- 
nity generally. It is to be framed ac- 
cording to the lines of the Redlands or- 
dinance, which has recently Been sub- 
ject to a decision of the Supreme Court, 
and its constitutionality affirmed by 

The ordinance will prohibit. street 
gatherings and street procebsions, for 
which permits have not been previously 
obtained from the City Council. Such 
permit is good for one occasion only, 
and the Council has the power to deny 
such application when there is evi- 
dence that the processions and gather- 
ings contemplated interfere with the 
rights of the public, and tend to con- 
gest certain avenues of travel. The ob- 
ject of the introduction of this ordi- 
nance is to legally restrain persons who 
desire to monopolize certain streets and 
street corners for religious or other 
meetings, from assembling in such 
numbers as to interfere with the pub- 
lic’ rights, as the streets are declared 
to be for the use of the traveling pub- 
lic, the citizens and taxpayers who 
have paid for them, and are not prop- 
erly places of assemblage. It is said

BANK CLEARINGS. The clearings 
of the Los Angeles banks for the past 
week amounted to $1,115,308, as com- 
pared with $1,138,096 for the correspond- 
ing week of 189%. For the month of 
February $4,764,119, as compared with 
$4,449,285 for February, 1895. ; 
The clearances of the principal cities 
of the country for the previous week, 
as published in The Times yesterday, 
show an average increase of 18.5 per 
cent, Los Angeles ‘was somewhat: be- 
low the average, the increase of. this 
city being only 11.1 per cent. and the 
total $984,830, as compared with $880,350 
for Portland. Or. A great majority of 
the cities in the country show an in- 
crease for the week referred to. 


ESCAPING TAXATION. It is not 
very creditable to the bankers. of San 
Francisco that they should be sending 
their money out of.the State in order 
to escape the annual assessment for 
taxes, which occurs.on Monday. Ac- 
cording to a dispatch from that place 
several bankers admitetd that from 
$7,000,000 to $10,000,000 had been rushed 
out of San Francisco during the past 
five or six. weeks in order to escape 
the assessment of Monday next. Most 
of this money had gone to New York, 


but the bankers say it will be back in 


California within a month. 

It is the disposition that is too often 
shown by wealthy people in this coun- 
‘try to escape their just share of taxa- 


tion that gives some basis to the argu- | 


ments of demagogues who appeal for 
class legislation against the rich. If 
those who are possessed of large wealth 
would be content to bear their share 
of the burden of taxation the taxes of 
the people would be much lightened, 
and we should hear less about oppres- 
sion, tyranny, revolution and so forth, 
The banking community, which has so 
much at stake in the maintenance of 
sound laws and healthy public opin- 
ion, should set an example in strictly 
complying with the laws of the land. 


COMMERCIAL. 
COTTON IN JAPAN. One of the 
strongest arguments in favor of the Ni- 
cCaragua Canal is the benefit it would 
be to the cotton producers of the South 
by opening the markets of Japan in a 
much larger extent than at present. 
Although the cotton now comes over- 
land to the Pacific Coast and then by 
steamer, it is calculated that this year 
over fifty thousand bales will be ex- 
pected. In commenting on the trade 
the San Francisco Examiner says: 
“Heavy shipments of raw cotton from 
Texas points and New Orleans are en 
route to San Francisco over the South- 
ern Pacific. The ultimate destination 
of this material is Yokohama. For 
several weeks the-shipments have been 
so voluminous that the railroad com- 
pany has been compelled to ask for in- 
creased facilities from the Pacific Mail 
and the Occidental and Oriental:steam- 
ship companies. These shipments in- 
dicate that Japan is increasing the 
number of her spindles and is greatly 
augmenting her output of manufac- 
tured cotton goods. In other words, the 


Japanese are evidently bent upon first’ 


supplying their home market with cot- 
ton fabrics, instead of buying them 
abroad, and will later on become a 
manufacturing competitor in the.mar- 
kets of the world. It can be authorita 
tively stated that the Southern Pacific 
people 1 ke during the past few weeks 
hauled ‘from Téxas and New Orleans 
about fourteen thousand bales of this 
season's cotton, en route for Yokohama. 
About four thousand additional bales 
are already on the way. ee

HARNESSING THE FALLS. The 
press has kept the public advised of 
the steps that have been taken to util- 
ize a portion of the vast water-power 
of Niagara Falls, that has gone to 
waste for. centuries. The present 
scheme involves the tapping’ of ‘the 


power by electricity, the works being 


located below the falls. Phe latest 
project in this connection throws all 
former propositions into the shade. It 
is one of the most colossal: schemes 
that have yet been proposed, even in 
-this wonderful age of mechanical mira- 
cles. A few years ago a man who 
should have proposed such a thing 
would have been considered insane, but 
today it is a bold nian who would say 
that anything is impossible. Leonard 
Henkle of Rochester, N. Y., has, accord- 
ing to the New York World, a project 
to utilize the 10,000,000-horse-power that 
the mighty falls generate every second, 
and that, too, without marring their 
natural beauty, but even enhancing it 
by a wonderful structure that is to be 
a work of art in itself. His scheme 
also has the advantage of diverting 
no water from the river, and it is re- 
garded as so thoroughly feagible that 
New York and Toronto capitalists have 
guaranteed the interest on $40,000,000, 
and the work will begin in July next. 
Mr. Henkle proposes nothing less than 
the erection of a stupendous stricture, 
to be called, The Great Dynamic Pal- 
ace and International Hall,” which 
will bridge the cataract. The New York 
World gives the following perticulars 
in regard to this remarkable project: 

“This palace, located about fifty feet 
above the brink of the Horséshoe falls. 
will be at least half a mile long and 
in width 1600 feet. The height will be 
606 feet, the center, however, rising to 
about one thousand feet above the 
river. The lower part of the building 
will average forty-six stories and in 
the center something more than fifty 
stories. ‘The structure will be sup- 
ported and anchored by two massive 
stone towers, fixed with heavy steel 
users, each placed.900 feet from the

bank. These towers will be each forty- 
eight feet in thickness, 1600 feet wide, 
420 feet high and will weigh 600,000 
tons a piece. The materials of con- 
struction provided in the specifications 


j are stone, granite, Mexican onyx, black

“The structure will be divided into 
three parts, the east and west wings 
and the main building. The wings will 
each be 902 feet in length and the cen- 
tral portion 836. feet long. The first ten 
stories will be used for dynamos and, 
other apparatus for generating elec- 
tricity. At the extreme lower front of 
the building. proper there will be 552 
twin turbine wheels, capable of devel- 
oping about 3,300,000 ho r a 
minute, which will run over seven 
thousand dynamos. Immediately be- 
low the first story an immense arcade 
will furnish a passage from the United 
States to Canada for the Grand Trunk, 
West Shore and other railways. This 
will be lighted with thousands of arc 
and incandescent lights. Above the 
tenth story and up to the. forty-fifth 
the building will be used for commer- 
cial purposes, among the most impor- 
tant that of grinding the western 
wheat which comes dawn from the 
lakes. The forty-fifth story will be an 
enormous hall, extending the length 
of the building, with a seating capacity 
of 70,000, who may be addressed: by one

nomical. Under the administration of 
5 Mr. Diss for the year ended December 
2. 81 the combined offices have saved the 
D taxpayers $5500 over the previous year. 
But Mr. Diss claims no credit for this. 
The classificastion of the county was 
changed, thus reducing the salaries 
and making the saving. 

The consolidation of the offices was 
not, as alleged,.a matter of economy, 
but a matter of getting a competent 
man willing to take the offices of re- 
corder and auditor, to which very 
small salaries are attached. By con- 
solidating the, offices and making the. 
various clerks’ transferrable from ‘one 


| department to another, an increase of 


30 per cent. in work has been handled 


‘| by Maj. Diss and deputies. 


Should the offices again be segre- |. 
gated by the Supervisors, it is doubtful 
if any competent man would be willing 
to do the necessary work and furnish 
the required bonds for the salaries fixed 
by law. 

The politicians also aim to secure a 
segregation of the offites of treasurer 
and tax eollector, now consolidated un-

Attorney Williams 
Cited for Contempt. 


Matters have not been quite smooth 
between Judge B. N. Smith of Depart- 
ment One of.the Superior Court, and 
Assistant District Attorney W. T. Wil- 
_liams, for some time past. and yester- 
day the disagreements came to a focus 
by. the citation of Mr. Williams to ap- 
pear on Monday and show cause why 
he should not be punished for contempt 
of court, he being disbarred from prac- 
ticing in Department One until he has 
satisfactorily cleared himself. 

‘The present trouble arose over the 
question of a new trial for Horace 
Lawn, the man recently convicted wh 
perjury. It was a pet case of Mr. Wi 
liams’s, and he took it greatly to heart 
that ‘Judge Smith did not immediately 
deny Attorney B. L. Oliver’s motion for 
a new trial. The argument had been 
long and somewhat heated, and was 
closed by Judge Smith announcing that 
he would take the matter under advise- 
ment, and would give his decision ac- 
cording to the law, no matter what ox 
was gored.” This old saying Mr. Wil- 
liams instantly took as a personal in- 
sult to himself, and the Judge had no 
sooner closed the door than his rage 
burst forth in language so profane and 
indecent that the thirty or more spec- 
tators of the scene sat in silent horror. 

Murmurs of the storm penetrated the 
door and aroused His Honor’s curios- 
ity as to what the disturbance was 
about. After it was over, he asked a 
few casual questions concerning the 
cause of Mr. Williams’s evident excite- 
ment, and received such evasive an- 
swers that he commanded one or two 
of the witnesses of the disgraceful 
scene to tell him exactly what had 
been said: There was no help for it, 
and the Judge was told, albeit with 
much yeluctance, just what foul in- 
sults were hurled at him behind his 
back, in the presence of a number of 
people, by the Assistant District At- 
torney of Los Angeles county. 

His Honor made no comment at the 
time, but yesterday, before the busi- 
ness of the count was taken up, he an- 
nounced that ere was a matter of 
which he must take notice, and, re- 
questing the reporter to take down his 
words, and the clerk. to make them a 
matter of record, he turned to Mr. Wil- 
7. ams, and said, quietly: 

“Now, Mr. Williams, on Thursday
